To Pin Or Nol To Pin 


Twenty years ago, a pin went 


with a cravat as a matter of fash- 
ion and a matter of course. 
In- 


deed., the well-dressed man of 
those days plumed himself upon 
the beauty and individuality of his 
scarf pins of which he often owned 
dozens. WBat has brought about 
the change, for today compara- 
tively few scarf-pins are 
seen, 


whereas not to possess many pairs 
of cuff-links is to argue yourself as 
behind the times as last year's 
almanac? 


Undoubted! v, the decline of the cravat-pin followed the intro- 


duction of bright patterns in scarfs'and shirts. Set a pin against . 
B brilliant background of color, such as bold regimental or Ro- 
man stripes, and it is either lost to view or, waxing Shake- 
spearean,, "to add another hue unto the rainbow is wasteful and 
ridiculous excess." Unless a scarf-pin lends color and character 
to one's cravat, it were far better omitted. Never wear one if 
it does not enhance arid enrich the effect of your neckdress. 


Now-a-days, cravat pins arc virtually only to be seen in solid- 


shade scarfs or in those of dark-color mixtures which provide a 
proper contrast and an effective background, as, for instance, the 
combination sketched here. 
Thc four-in-hnnd, being perfectly 


plain, sky, navy-blue or dark-green, the accompanying pin 
stands out smartly, though not conspicuously. 


It is not longer the fashion to have thc stem of a scarf-pin 


show, as this exposes too much metal and, besides, tears the 
delicate silk needlessly. Only the head of the pin should be re- 
pealed. A single jewel, such as as a pearl, is to be preferred to 
cluster effects which are too ornate and obtrusive. 
I£ you are 


partial to a pin, let it be as simple in stone and setting as possible. 
If it is an heirloom that you prize for its memories, have it re- 
mounted in a modern design, for an old-fashioned pin stamps the 
•wearer as one living in a vanished generation.

Scarf-pins may only be worn with lounge and business suiU 


and with formal afternoon dress — thc cutaway coat and its ac- 
cessories. 
They should never accompany sporting clothes, for 


here the gold safety-pin, holding thc sofb collar in place, .serve 
the purpose. 
Moreover, -a scnrf-pin worn with a knicker suit 


looks too "fussy" and detracts fVom thc easy, leisurely effect of 
one's country kit.
